Churchill Downs Gains an Addi- 
tional Day for Its Spring Meet- 
ing — Many Work-Outs. 



LOUISVILLE. Ky.. April 12. Donn.-teona anil On 
Wai.li, which will carry the colors of G. \V. I."fl 
in tin* Kentucky Derliy. were the first of the 
eligible* for the rich race to lie given a work-out 
over the route of one am! one .piartcr miles, the 
Derby distance. Their time for it was 2:13%. They 
had llii* trial Sunday morning before a crowd >>f 
2 . 01 X 1 nr more p.*oplc, and at it- conclusion tlie 
opinion was freely expressed li.v horsemen that the 
horse which heats Donmieoua will have an excellent 
chance to tie returned the winner of the Derby. 

The Downs track was in giNtd condition. Intt still 
a trifle flippy in spots when the Lift pair galloped. 
However, the liorses ran like it was fast, and 
Donnaeomi was under restraint throughout. tin 
Watch, as usual, had to he shaken up several times 
because of liis proclivity to loaf. 

For a change trainer Max llirsch used a pace- 
maker for his two llerliy aspirants. Sweet Mint 
t icing pressed into service for llii- task. D.auiaeoiia 
and On Watch did not start until after Sweet Mint 
hud gotten nutter way. so as to give him an oppor- 
l unity to keep in front of them for a mile. When 
1 hey began at the quarter-mile post. Ihninaeoiia 
opened up a short lead on hi' stable male, ami 
jockey Cliff Robinson was kept busy trying to hold 

They ran tlie first half mile in 38. the threo- 
ipiarters in 1:20--. the mile in 1 : 17 * . and tin* 
mih* and one-eighth in 2:011'.-.. At tin* end of tin* 
mile Sweet Mint was eased tip. and tin* other two 
went on together for tin* final quarter. Donna- 
i-oim gained in favor by his smooth gait and the 
easy manner in which lie went about his task. 
Tlit-ir time for every eighth was almost identical 
and both horses pulled up looking as fresh as when 
they started. 

Soon after tie Lift Derby pair came off the 
track trainer Hirscli had them in the sandpit just 
outside of 1 ■ is stable, and they both rolled about 
for several minutes. This is their favorite pleasure, 
and they furnish as much delight to the spectators 
by their antics in tlie sand as they- get nut of it 
themselves. 

Among tl:e other noted Derby horses seen in ac- 
tion were Damask and Prince l’al. imt they went 
only short distances, as a prelude to longer work- 
outs. Damask, with jockey E. Ambrose up. ran a 
half mile in rat. and galloped out five-eighths in 
J ;i|3. lie ran the first quarter in 23-.-.. unit the 
1 luce- eighths in 37. Eor a change he worked alone 
today. 

Prince Pal ran n half mile in 31 and. like 
Damask. In* was running easily nil the way. He 
also went the first three-eighths in 37. Jockey 
Unfits Shilling piloted him. Early speed seems to 
be hi' most valuable asset, ami in* makes it inter- 
esting for the work watchers from the start. 

Simpleton worked a mile in 1 : IS-.-, , and Ids gallop 
was a good otto.

Trainer Ed Trotter and jockey Mack Garner left 
Sunday at S o'clock for Baltimore. The horses will 
be back here b**fore the local meeting opens. In 
the event that anything should prevent Westwood 
from starting in tin* Kentucky Derby, Garner will 
have l he leg up on Sterling in that race. 

An extra day's racing will in tacked on to the 
Downs season lliis spring. May 31. which will lie 
celebrated as Decoration Day. This holiday falls on 
Sunday this year and through nil oversight the 
following day was left out of the original request 
to the Kentucky state racing commission for racing 
dates by the Kentucky Jockey Club. The turf 
governing I sidy in this state readily granted permis- 
sion to use tlie day. when it was called to ils al- 
ien-ion. This will make twenty days at t lie 
)h>wns and a sixty-one days' Kentucky season nil 
fold. 

The ten horses of Monfort Jones, in charge of 
trainer Ed “Snapper” Garrison, have arrived from 
j|ot Springs. Ark. They appear to have had a good 
-winter and look ready to race right now. 

Owner- tra iner - jockey II. Tullett was an arrival 
from Tijuana, lie raced a big stable of horses at 
the Liwcr California course, but lie disposed of 
t i, o.t of his horses before coming east.

Confident Belief that Racing Will Be Resumed at 
Oaklawn Next Spring, 



HOT SPRINGS. Ark.. April 12.— Departure of the 
Moil fort Jones horses from here stilled the hooflwats 
at Oaklawn. for no other racers arc in training in 
these parts. Only two stables wintered her.* despite 
the excellency of climatic conditions and the capital 
facilities afforded by tin* splendid and commodious 
Oaklawn plant. In addition to the .Monfort Jones 
horses those owned by James Hewitt, which di- 
p-tried for the East on the hurried request .if their 
owner last week, wen* quartered at the course. 

To enable them to have full setqM* for exercise 

and fitting preparation the track in for much 

care by the track superintendent and twenty-five

order. 

The mildness of the weather enabled trainer 
Garrison to give hi- charges beneficial canters 
daily throughout the winter and Brook lad t. Rouleau. 
Black Hackle and Ethel Gray, the four Kentucky 
Derby eiigihles. a' well as the others in the stable, 
including the four highly regarded two-year-old', 
are sufficiently advanced in their conditioning to 
warrant belief that, unless they have a s'Mhuck by 
had weather in la.nisvilie. they will be fully Tit to 
perform in tlu-ir best style in their earliest engage- 
ments. 

“Snapper” Garrison intends to lie well fortified 
with riding material and. ill addition to having under 
contract A. Collin', has second call on T. Murray, 
lie also has in It is- service tin* old time veteran 
Willie Simms, who at present scales los pounds 
and to hint is usually intrusted tlie liorses engaging 
in important trials. “He is as spnmI .-is ever, 
said Garrison, in commenting on Simms' ability. 
Garrison al'*> Ini' in hi', employ Floyd Cooper, who 
at one stage of hi' career gave high promise of be- 
coming a star rider, but met his Waterloo in 
Havana several years ago. where lie was ruled off 
the turf by Chris FitZ Gem id. Garrison is seeking 
amnesty for the rider and will make a direct appeal 
to the officials for Cooper's reinstatement. Cooper 
is galloping horses daily and at present scales 1<M> 
pounds. 

The absence of racing is greatly felt in the com - 
m unity and loud are the protests against the method 
that brought alsuit a cessation of the sport here for 
this spring. The season has been a fairly active 
one for all business enterprises and a goodly number 
of visitors are still here, but the merchants ami 
rooming-house owners did not find tin* visitors this 
spring as ready to part with their money as the 
racing crowd. The present demand for a return of 
the sport and a prolongation of the season here may 
result beneficially, for some concerted plans will 
probably be mapped out during the summer which 
will have for its object legislative relief, and as the 
legislature convenes next spring and finishes it' 
labors before the racing season usually begins, it i' 
not beyond possibility tliat next year will find the 
Oaklawn track operated under full protection of 1 lie 

law. 

OAKLAWN PUT TO GOOD USE. 

At present the Oaklawn track is doing service for 
the good roads convention, which began its session 
Monday ami will terminate Saturday. Good road 
enthusiasts from all parts of the country make up 
the assemblage and the grandstand proper lias been 
turned into a vast auditorium. The betting ring 
serves for a display place of the government’s ex- 
tensive road building exhibits. Huge throngs have 
xi'iled the plant daily and marveled at its com- 
pleteness. 

The racing colony here is still an extensive one. 
but by in* means anywhere near tlie big throng 
that migrated to these parts with the close of New 
Orleans racing. Those still in daily view include 
C. li. Hettingill. widely known racing official, who 
decided this year on retirement from track duties, 
lie lias been here since la't November because of the 
illness of his wife. 

Gene Austin ami Frank Shannon, regarded as the 
premier price makers, will remain for some time: 
C. 11. Kuchelknmp. who barely cscaited (lie loss of 
his entire stable by fire at tile Fair Grounds re- 
cently. will lie here until just prior to the opening 
of tin* L'xington meeting. 

Charles Smith, extensively identified with the 
Hamilton Jockey Club, has been here with It is fam- 
ily during the entire winter. He is in better health 
at present than lie Ini' Ih-cii in for years. 

Charlie Ellison i' about ready to leave for Louis- 
ville. having been here since the close of the Jeffer- 
son I’ark racing. 

While here Tom Shaw Iteeame an enthusiastic golf 
devotee and put in many hours al the Country Club 
links. He departed for Chicago and. after a brief 
stay there, will go to New York to get ready for 
this year’s Imsiness. List year was a disastrous 

one for Shaw, so far as his New York operations 
were concerned, but lit* had a profitable time in 
New Orleans.

DAMASK SHOWS GREAT SPEED IN MUD 

Has Been Sent to Lexington for Racing— Prince 
Pal Works the Derby Distance. 



I.ol IS\ 11.1. E. Ky.. April 12. Within thirty 
minutes after an exceptionally hard rainfall of 
several hours’ duration and over a lra*-k deep in 
mud. Damask indulged in a sensational work out 
of a mile in l:lil-"*- at Churchill Downs this morn- 
ing. The colt liatl 130 pound' on him and hi* was 
'hod with heavy training shoes without toe calks, 
which made running in tin* mild anything hut easy. 
Jockey Eddie Ambrose piloted him and la* was 
equipped with spurs, while the horse had on blink- 
ers for the first time in his last three trials. 

Matinee Idol, carrying only 93 pounds, was 
selected as a pacemaker for Damask and he ran 

seven eighths of a mile in front of Dim after 

atiifi, him *** the tinfl o.t a log margin. The 
early |>ac«* was faster than many races are run. 

the first quarter being traversed in 23%, the 
three-eighths in 33%. half mile in 4**-, five- 
eighths in 1:02'.-.. three quarters in 1:17--, ami 

seven-eighths in 1:32'.-.. After covering the mile 
in 1:4*1% Damask only cantered an additional 
eighth and his time for the mile and an eighth 

was 2:03-'- . 

Goldhlntt said that the colt ran much faster 
in the first fractious titan he figured he would, 
but he put the blinkers on him in order to get a 
good work-out under his belt and in this he was 
successful. 

This was the last appearance of the Whitney 
cult here for the time being, as he will lx* shipped 
to Lexington tomorrow morning. Goldblatt and 
Ambrose will go over by motor after loading the 
Whitney horses. 

Damask was not the whole center of attraction 
at tilt* Downs this morning by any means, as 
Hrince Hal worked a mile ami a quarter in 2:20-:, 
and lie <1 itl it easily. When he eame on the track 
to work shortly after 7 o'clock it was raining 
harder than ever ami lie ran the entire way in tin* 
downpour. Jockey Rufus Shilling was on him and 
this math* the colt’s weight a I unit as much as he 
will have to carry in the Derby.

He ran the first quarter in 20'-.,. three- 
eighths in to. half mile in 33. three-quarters in

lilnek Hackle, one of the Moufort Jones Derby 
horses, made his debut here this morning and 
galloped a quarter of a mile in 27%. The Jones 
establishment shipped in excellent health from 
Hot Springs. 

B. J. Brannon, whose l>ig stable of horses win- 
tered here, returned today from his home in Kan- 
sas City, where lie lias been visiting for several 
weeks. Hi* was accompanied by jockey Earl Hool. 
who did his stable riding last year. 

Ed Trotter was forced to call off his trip with 
the Florisant Stable horses to Havre de Grace at 
the last minute. The railroad officials would 
guarantee to g**t his earoiad of thoroughbreds only 
as far as Cincinnati owing to tlie unsettled labor 
conditions on the railways. He did not care to take 
a chance on getting left there. 

Minute Man. a Derby eligilde. ran a mile in 
1 :4d this morning, the first five-eighths in 1 04. 

The offices of the Kentucky Jockey Club, which 
are located in one of the prominent business build 
ings in tlie heart of the city, will be moved to 
the Churchill Downs race track tomorrow and 
will, hi the future, he permanently located there.

During the ten days there 
will in* seventy races, for which flu* total distribu- 
tion will be $71.20(1. There are six stakes, to he 
decided on tin* following dates: 

Hiuata Stakes. $3,000 added, two-year-old fillies. 
1 1-2 furlongs: April 24. 

Ashland Oaks. S3. non added, threc-ycar-nlil fillies, 
one mile: April 27. 

Ben AH Handicap, $3,000 added, three-year-olds 
anti over. 1 1-10 miles; April 29. 

Blue Grass Slakes. $3,000 added, three -year-olds 
and over. 1 1-4 miles; May 1. 

Idle Hour Stakes. $3,000 added, two-year-old colts 
and geldings. 1 1-2 furlongs; May 4. 

Camden Handicap. $3,000 added, three-year-olds 
and over. 1 1-4 miles: May 3.

Midnight Sun. showing the most 'p,ed, raced into 
the lend quickly and while going down the hark 
stretch was running easily. Clean Gone, which hail 
hi en confidently supported in the ninttiels, being 
outpaced until on the stretch turn, where lie 
moved up with a rare burst of speed and joined 
issue with the Skinker gelding. All through the 
stretch lie* two fought it out. Midnight Son show- 
ing tin* gameuess for which he is noted. Sneidman 
out up an excellent ride and the two factors lauded 
him tin* winner. Tippo Sahib, running a goot j 
race, was third. 

Tin* weather was not the most propitious for 
racing, tin* wind blowing most of tlie afternoon and 
tin* temperature dropping somewhat as the day pro- 
gressed. The sport, however, was of the thrilling 
order, with form well represented ill nearly every 
race. 

Aunt Deda repeated her recent good race in the 
opening race today, showed the most speed and led 
throughout. Morning Face followed the winner 
closely. Imt could not overtake her. although easily 
holding second place. Mary Erh ran a good rare 
and just saved third place from Kep.-at. the favor- 
ite. xxhieh ran lie low expectation**. Dora, on which 
Bill well made hi' first .appearance, unseated Iter 
rider after beginning prominently. 

Sandy Mae graduated from the maiden ranks in 
tin* second race. when lie raced hi' opponents into 
defeat after a hard st reach drive witli Chimera and 
Due de Guise, which finished in the order named. 
Flying Frog ran in improved form, as did Thistle 
(Jueeti. 

Alt unwieldy field faced tlie starter in tin* third 
race, in which Deckhand proved the best. Well 
ridden by E. Fit tor. the Joe Carey gelding outstayed 
Courcelles at the end. Courcellcs ran well and fin- 
ished gamely for second place. King ling II. and 
Grumpy fought it out for third money, with tin* 
former getting a nose decision. 

The Annapolis I’urse at one mile brought out 
some speedy liorses and was won by tlie consistent 
Ettahe. with Tantalus second, although Star Realm, 
which finished third, was perhaps best. This 
racer began slowly, was compelled to make up 
many lengths ami was running fastest of all at 
the end. just failing to land second place. if 
marked the second victory of the afternoon for tin* 
apprentice rider J. Burke, lie winning the first 
race on Aunt Deda and showed good horsemanship 
in both races. 

Walls made it a double victory also and inci- 
dentally rode the longest - priced winner when he 
scored an easy win with Joint Farrell’s Red Domino 
in tie* sixth. Dorcas, tlie early pacemaker, lasted 
long enough to save second place, Heccant. at 
remunerative odds, taking third money easily from 
Hope. Mountain Rose II. and Mistress Holly / ran 
far below expectations.

Passengers oil an elevetaeil train had rein ark a hh* 
esca|M*s from death iu New A'ork yesterday when 
they were catapulted to the street, a distance 
of twenty-five feet, in the midst of debris *>f the 
ear in which they had been hound to work. The 
front ear of a train was knocked off the elevated 
struct nre on the 9th avenue ear line near Trinity 
Church by a collision with another train and 
demolished. The wreckage was wedged in between 
iln* elevated structure and the side of a brick 
building a dozen feet away. The fifteen persons 
in tin* demolished ear sifted through debris to the 
street and alsmt a dozen of them were removed 
to hospitals, the only woman passenger iu the ear 
being seriously hurt. The inotorman, who at first 
was missing, finally appeared at the scene of the 
accident after lieing treated for slight bruises and 
is said to have told the official investigators that 
he ran by a signal.

As it was ear- 
lied into the establishment a large crowd gathered 
to look on and it is believed that someone who was 
in that crowd was responsible for tin* burglary.
